While driving along a rood In Wilkes-Barre, Pa., on the 
evening of October 28, 1954, o motorist became so ab- 
sorbed in watching a new 1955 model automobile that he 
failed to notice the guy wire of a thirteen thousand volt 
electric power line, which his car ran into and hit. The 
consequences of the accident were dire indeed. Twenty 
five thousand homes in five towns were plunged into total 
darkness. A night football game had to be cancelled, while 

police stations and newspapers throughout the city were besieged with telephone 

calls from scores of anxious and bewildered people. 



WATER POWER 

Jeeps built by the Willys-Overland Company (Toledo, Ohio) for the armed ser- 
vices, are built to operate under water. Before the vehicles are turned over to 
the Army, they are rigorously tested. They are first driven into a large pool in 
th* basement of the auto plant, until they are completely submerged. Leaving the 
motor running, the underwater driver wades out of the pooh After fifteen minutes 
the motor is stopped, then re-started, and the car driven out to dry land. Should 
the vehicle get through the test without a cough in its motor, it is ready for ac- 
tive duty with the Army. 



STEAMING ALONG 

The first automobile race ever held was won by a cor that 
was powered by a steam engine. The event took place on 
June 22, 1894, when twenty of the horseless carriages 
lined up for an eiahty mile race from Paris to Rouen and 
back again. Less than five hours later, a De Dion Bouton 
lumbered down the streets of Paris. The car had covered 
the distance at the dare-devil rate of seventeen miles per 
hour.

THE DURABLE POSTMAN 

What is believed to be an all time driving record was held by a rural mail carrier 
who retired in January, 1950. During 36 years of service, he wore out seventeen 
cars, and travelled on country roads for a total of 509,600 miles. 



SALVAGE ON WHEELS 

A prospective driver foiled to pass the testing station requirements, but he didn't 
know by what margin until he appeared in an Omaha, Nebraska, police court. Then 
be learned, besides other things, that the front door fell off when it Was opened; 
the car had no windshield; it had improper lights, no muffler; faulty steering ap- 
paratus; his brakes lacked power and stopped the car violently. Incidentally he 
was charged with having no driver's license (]946). 



HORSE VS. AUTO 

A prominent physician of Buffalo, New York, was the first 
person to receive an insurance policy on his automobile. 
The policy was for $5,000 to $10,000 and protected the 
doctor from damage due to the auto frightening horses 
(February 1, 1898).
